A study of automobile purchases 
by farm families in 1935-36 shows 
that most farm families have auto- 
mobiles and that they buy almost 
twice as many used cars as new 
cars. The average price of used 
cars purchased by the 17,000 farm 
families surveyed ag representative 
of all parts of the country, was 
$263. New cars cost an average of 
$739. Only in California, where 97% 
of the non-relief, white farm fam- 
flies had automobiles, did the 
white farm families studied pur- 
chase more new than used cars.
